Mitchell and Stans, who left the 
Nixon administration in early 1972 to 
run the President’s re-election cam­ 
paign, are accused of conspiring to de­ 
rail a Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigation of financier 
Robert L. Vesco in return for his secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to the Nixon 
campaign. 
They are charged together with one 
count of conspiracy and two counts of 
obstruction of justice. They are each 
charged with six separate counts of 
perjury. 
It is the perjury charges which Wing 
emphasized in his final summation, 
contending that if the jury concludes 
either defendant lied it must also won­ 
der why they lied. 
When Wing sat down, Mitchell’s 
lawyer, Peter Fleming Jr., im­ 
mediately asked for a m istrial,

Auto Firms 
Increasing 
I Production 


DETROIT (AP) - Ail but one U.S. 
auto plant will be operating next week 
as car production begins to pick up, but 
108,000 workers remain on indefinite 
layoff because of the continued sales 
slump. 
Many auto workers have been 
jobless since January when the energy 
crisis, then at its peak, began to make 
a big dent in car sales. Industry 
spokesmen concede that few of them 
will be back on the payroll before the 
1975 model run begins this summer. 
Many won’t be recalled even then. 
Production this week reached its 
highest level of the year, although 
assembly of automobiles is still run­ 
ning 20.5 per cent behind the same 
week in 1973. For the year, auto sales 
are down 26 per cent from last year’s 
sizzling pace. 


President Nixon, speaking in 
Jackson, Miss., said Thursday that he 
believes the economy has passed 
through “the lowest point of the 
downturn” and will start picking up 
later this year. He singled out the auto 
industry as one trouble spot where the 
outlook is brightening. 
General Motors, Ford and Chrysler 
believe their sales decline has bot­ 
tomed out, and have ended the short­ 
term plant shutdowns that have pla­ 
gued the industry since last December. 
None of the firms, however, will 
estimate when plants will return to full 
capacity or when their indefinitely 
idled employes —15 per cent of the big 
three U.S. work force of 700,000 — will 
be rehired.

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Growing Labor Defections To Glenn Reported

Ohio’s top labor leader says the 
state’s million-odd rank-and-file union 
members are free to vote to either Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum or John Glenn in 
the May 7 U.S. Senate Democratic 
primary. 
But Ohio AFLrCIO President Frank 
King, who has been stumping hard for 
Metzenbaum in recent weeks, adds, 
“We hope they vote our way.” 
King, who has headed the powerful 
labor group for a decade, appears 
confident workers will follow en­ 
dorsements 
made 
by 
the 
organization’s executive board. 
“We never worry about the rank- 
and-file,” King said. “They know what 
they’re doing.” 
Despite King’s assurances, Glenn 
has captured a growing number of 
labor endorsements, including support 
of leaders of the 80,000-member 
Dayton-Miami Valley AFLrCIO. 
Steelworkers in Mansfield, Cin­ 
cinnati paper workers and Teamsters 
and electrical workers in Dayton are 
among other unions backing the for­ 
mer astronaut. 
“Metzenbaum’s tax problems have 
cost him the labor vote in Ohio,” says 
Arch Little, secretary-treasurer of the 
DaytonMiami Valley AFL-CIO. 


“Nobody who works in a factory is 
going to be convinced that a man with 
Metzenbaum’s tax troubles hasn’t 
been taking advantage 
of 
tax 
loopholes,” Little said. 
He called taxes the “overriding 
issue” in the campaign and said he 
believed Glenn would vote for 
legislation to eliminate tax shelters 
and loopholes. 
Little said a light voter turnout will 
hurt 
Glenn 
because 
hard-core 
Democrats are certain to turn out for 
the candidate endorsed by the party. 
King said the state AFL-CIO has not 
contributed much money to the 
campaign, but has been pushing 
Metzenbaum in its literature. The 
group’s newsletter has featured 
Metzenbaum on its cover the past 
three months. 
Taxes and finances have dominated 
the Metzenbaum-Glenn campaign to 
date, and they were a major topic of 
discussion during the pair’s first 
televised debate over WEWSTV in 
Cleveland Thursday. 
Metzenbaum charged that Glenn 
had used “almost every tax credit and 
tax shelter available,” and listed such 
things as a stock option and stock sale 
and Glenn’s investment in five motels 
as examples of tax shelters. 


Glenn called them “ ridiculous 
charges” and said “these things are 
not considered tax shelters.” He said 
he would respond in depth later. 
The former astronaut then said an 
example of a tax shelter would be 
Metzenbaum’s “Louisiana purchase, 
the ethane plant where you took hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars as 
depreciation.” 
In other areas, Glenn accused 
Metzenbaum of having missed one in 
every three votes in the Senate since 
being appointed in January to the seat 
vacated by U.S. Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe. 
Metzenbaum countered that one 
shouldn’t judge a voting record in a 
vacuum and that in one instance a 
filibuster took the form of scores of 
amendments and that missing votes in 
such an instance meant little. 
Glenn cited his support for national 
health insurance, urged elimination of 
tax loopholes and called for a national 
energy policy, saying Congress shared 
the blame for the energy crisis. 
Metzenbaum pointed to his proposed 
Economic Preparedness Act, which 
would require food reserves and cut 
exports when reserves are endan­ 
gered, as an example of his taking 
steps toward solving such problems as 


inflation and shortages. 
The subject of an allegation that 
Glenn voted for Nixon in 1960 arose 
during the debate. Glenn said he voted 
for John F. Kennedy. 
Following 
the 
debate, 
Glenn 
demanded an end to a Metzenbaum 
commercial containing the allegation. 
He sent telegrams to Metzenbaum 
and his campaign leaders saying, 
“ unless this vicious and totally 
inaccurate advertisement is taken off 
the air, I will press for an immediate 
hearing before the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission. 
Metzenbaum was unavailable for 
comment. 
In a related matter, Ohio Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown said Thursday 
he had scheduled a hearing May 2 to 
investigate a charge of alleged dirty 
campaign literature directed against 
Metzenbaum. 
He said four past and present aides 
to Glenn have been subpoenaed to 
testify about a bumper sticker and a 
letter allegedly distributed in north­ 
eastern Ohio. Neither listed the source, 
a violation of state election laws, 
Brown said. 
Glenn has denied any connection 
with either the bumper sticker, which 
ties Metzenbaum to President Nixon, 


or the letter, which links the senator to 
communism. 
Elsewhere on the campaign trail, 
James D. Nolan of Cleveland, 
Democratic candidate for governor, 
criticized what he said was the 
G i l l i g a n 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ’s 
“mismanagement and bungling” in 
the food stamp program. He ap­ 
parently referred to a Columbus news­ 
paper story that said some recipients 
were receiving more stamps than they 
should. 
Gilligan’s office said it was waiting 
for Nolan to “offer a single explanation 
of how to do things better.” 
State Rep. Richard F. Celeste of 
Cleveland, Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor, criticized the 
Ohio Reclamation Board of Review for 
overturning a recent Natural Re­ 
sources decision on a strip mine case 
in Belmont County. 


The board overturned the de­ 
partment’s decision to deny a license 
to the Joyce Coal Co. to strip mine a 
hill above the town of Crescent. 
Celeste said the decision was based

sedimentation due to stripping the hill.

In a prelude to today’s meeting, 
committee members were entertained 
by President Nixon at a White House 
reception Thursday night. 
In a brief speech, Nixon predicted 
the GOP would do better in November 
than it did this spring in five special 
congressional elections, four of which 
were won by Democrats. 
The convention financing proposal, 
revealed Thursday, is somewhat 
surprising in view of general op­ 
position by party leaders to public 
financing of elections. The proposal 
was considered a likely topic of dis­ 
cussion by the national committee. 
Another likely item for committee 
interest, in or out of the official 
sessions, was the shock of losing the 
four traditionally Republican seats in 
the special elections. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford was 
scheduled to be the featured speaker in 
the afternoon session. Other scheduled 
speakers 
included 
Republican 
National Chairman George Bush and 
Tresury Secretary-designate and 
former energy chief William E. Simon. 
Republican R. L. Herman and

Petrie, 
co-chairmen of the bipartisan com­ 
mittee on convention financing, 
conceded at a meeting Thursday that 
about the only way they can pay for 
future conventions is through public 
financing.

Trade Deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The sharply 
higher cost of oil imports pushed the 
United States trade balance into deficit 
in March for the first time in IO 
months, the Commerce Department 
reported today. 
The department said imports during 
March exceeded exports by $171.3 
million. This compared with a surplus 
of $213 million in February. The coun­ 
try’s trade still is in surplus for the 
year by $685.6 million. 
The March deficit was attributed 
almost entirely to a 17 per cent in­ 
crease in the cost of imports of foreign 
oil. This reflects the sharply higher 
price-tag imposed by the oil-producing 
nations. 
Administration economists have 
predicted that the higher cost of 
foreign oil will offset the nation’s 
otherwise 
encouraging 
trading 
position and bring about a trade deficit 
this year. 


Prime Interest 
Boost Spreads 


NEW YORK (AP) - More banks 
have raised their prime lending rates 
to 10% per cent and a record 10% per 
cent rate has been posted by the 
Citizens & Southern National Bank of 
Atlanta. 
Only last week, Citizens & Southern 
was the first bank to move from a 10% 
per cent prime to the then-record 10% 
per cent level. 
At the start of business Thursday 
Manufacturers Hanover Trust and 
Morgan Guaranty Trust, both of New 
York, joined several smaller banks in 
raising the prime to the 10% per cent 
mark. Manufacturers Hanover is the 
nation’s fourth largest commercial 
bank and Morgan Guaranty is the fifth 
biggest.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (A P)- Fire 
Chief Victor Auvil says he has asked 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation to 
probe a fire in a storage building late 
Thursday night, as well as several 
other unexplained fires in the city.

Nixon's Handling Of Papers 
Gift Major Area Of Inquiry 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s handling of his gift of personal 
papers for tax purposes has emerged 
as a major area of inquiry by the 
House Judiciary Committee im­ 
peachment staff. 
Chief Counsel John Doar disclosed 
Thursday the committee intends to 
conduct a full investigation, including 
submitting written questions to Nixon, 
to determine whether there was 
criminal fraud in his 1969-1972 tax 
deductions for papers donated to the 
government. 
The Joint Committee on Internal 
Revenue Taxation recently concluded 
the deduction was improper and the 
Internal Revenue Service assessed 
Nixon for $432,787 in back taxes. But 
there 
has 
been 
no 
previous 
congressional effort to determine 
whether fraud was involved in the 
preparation of the returns. 
The tax matter takes its place along 
with the Watergate cover-up, the 
activities of the 
White House 
“plumbers” unit, settlement of the ITT 
antitrust case and political con­ 
tributions by the dairy industry, 
Howard Hughes and Robert Vesco as 
the chief items on which the im­ 
peachment inquiry has settled. 
Doar submitted a status report to the 
committee Thursday listing 
17 
allegations that are no longer under 
investigation because there is in­ 
sufficient evidence to support them. 
Most of them include allegations that 
the White House used executive 
agencies for political purposes and two 
others deal with the impoundment of 
congressionally-appropriated 
funds 
and the dismantling of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
A decision on whether to keep the 
secret bombing of Cambodia on the list 
of possible impeachable offenses will 
be made after the release, expected 
next week, of a Senate committee 
report on the subject, Doar said. 
The staff’s recommendations on 
matters to be dropped were challenged 
by several members, and Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr. D-N.J., said none 
were actually being eliminated. It was 
just a matter of focusing the staff 
resources on m atters of highest 
priority, he said. 
Before receiving the status report on 
the inquiry the committee, by a 34-4 
vote, granted a 5-day delay requested 
by the White House for responding to a 
subpoena for tapes of 42 presidential

Butz Shuns Talk 
About Retirem ent 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz, who will be 65 
in July, continues to dodge questions 
on whether he plans to retire. 
Fresh from a three-week tour of the 
Far East, Butz put off the retirement 
question again Thursday at a National 
Press Club luncheon. 
‘i t ’s going to be a happy day when I 
become eligible for Medicare,” Butz 
replied. He added that he approaches 
his job on a day-to-day basis. 
Butz has been in the Nixon Cabinet 
since December, 1971, and has wit­ 
nessed one of the most remarkable 
booms ever to hit U.S. agriculture. 
Com sold for 90 cents a burhel and 
wheat was around $1.30 a bushel when 
Butz became secretary. 
Within a year, huge grain sales to the 
Soviet Union, helped send grain prices 
to record levels. By last winter wheat 
was $6 per bushel and com $3. 
Farm income has jumped ac­ 
cordingly. There have been ups and 
downs along the line, but Butz said he 
has seen a “new pride” in agriculture 
since he took office. “Ifs been a fasci­ 
nating experience,” he said. 
Butz was also asked how he thought 
he might fit in with a mythical Cabinet 


should Vice President Gerald R. Ford 
move into the White House. 
Butz also brushed that question 
aside and asserted: “The presidency 
will not be open for another 2V5 years.” 
The comments followed a speech by 
Butz about his Asian trip, a tour he 
said was aimed at assuring leaders in 
Japan and other countries that the 
United States is a reliable supplier of 
farm products on the world market. 


But he said it was a two-way street 
and that foreign buyers need to tell the 
United 
States 
of 
long-term 
requirements so that American farm 
programs can be adjusted ac­ 
cordingly. 
Butz said Asia is the top buyer of 
U.S. farm products this fiscal year — 
$8.5 billion worth — and that over the 
long haul the Far East presents an 
“horizon of opportunity for trade 
growth.”

The suit 
she brought to open Little League 
ranks in New Jersey to girls was heard 
by Sylvia B. Presser, an examiner for 
the state’s Civil Rights division, at­ 
torney general’s office. Ms. Pressler 
turned out to be a hanging judge. 
Her resultant order damned Little 
League as a befouler of the Civil 
Rights statutes of the state. It con­ 
tained preposterous allegations and 
requirem ents: Little League was 
prohibited from conducting a girls 
softball program, was ordered that all 
written notices posters, ad, leaflets, 
etc., ‘‘shall have the title ‘GIRLS AND 
BOYS’ and that all of the letters of the 
above title shall be of the same size 
type and the word order shall be in 
accordance with the word order stated 
herein . . . that Little League shall 
inform all local leagues that any 
violation of the provisions will result in 
revocation of charter . . . that for a 
period of five years any and all new or 
modified criteria or rules prior to their 
promulgation and adoption shall be 
submitted to Civil Rights Division for 
approval . . . and that Little League 
Baseball will submit on a yearly basis 
starting immediately a 
statistical 
summary’ of the number of male and 
female participants playing on each 
team chartered by Little League 
Baseball.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court has given Ira L. 
Gordon his job back as city manager in 
the Dayton suburb of Moraine. 
The high court ruled Wednesday the 
Moraine City Council improperly 
removed Gordon Jan. 2 because the 
city charter requires at least five 
affirmative votes to remove a city 
manager. 
Gordon was removed in a 4-3 
decision. Dwight W. Barnett replaced 
him, bringing in his own law director, 
Robert Lawliss. 
The old law director, John P. 
McHugh refused to leave and the new 
law director estabished his own office 
in the same city hall. 
McHugh challenged the removal in 
the high court. 
At the same time, the court denied a 
request by the Moraine mayor to keep 
the Montgomery’ 
County Common 
Pleas court from proceeding with a 
local suit growing out of the same 
dispute. 
In other action, the court said the 
Dayton firm of F. A. Requarth Co. of 
Dayton had legal ownership of two 
parcels of former canal land, based 
partly on possession. 
The 
city 
of 
Dayton 
claimed 
ownership of one parcel on the basis of 
a 99-year-lease given it by the state 
when Ohio gave up the canal lands in 
1927. 
The court said the state never had a 
clear title to either parcel, only an 
easement, and it had no legal right to 
give a lease.

Records showed that a former owner 
gave a deed to both the city and the 
predecessors of the Requarth firm for 
the second parcel. But it said the firm 
was the rightful inheritor.

Barton’s pickup truck had crashed, 
and he was near death with a severed 
artery. 
Lassiter stopped the bleeding, 
radioed for an ambulance and sent 
Barton to a hospital in Opp, Ala., five 
miles away. 
Last Friday night, Lassiter, 51, 
stopped a speeding car only a few 
miles from the site where Barton had 
been injured 14 months ago. 
As the state trooper walked back to 
his patrol car after issuing a warning 
ticket, police said he was struck and 
killed by a pickup truck that swerved 
off the road on the wrong side. The 
driver of the truck didn’t stop, police 
said. 
Officers investigating the accident 
subsequently charged Kenneth Ray 
Barton, 33, of Gantt, Ala. — the same 
man whose life Lassiter had saved — 
with manslaughter.

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When the baseball season gets un­ 
derway there is invariably a rash of 
cases of hoarseness, especially in the 
youngsters of the Little League group.

“There is going to be gasoline out 
there,” says the Director of the Fed­ 
eral Energy Office, Mr. William E. 
Simon. He advises Americans not to 
postpone or curtail their summer 
vacations. In the same breath, he ad­ 
mits that profits for oil companies will 
be so high as to be “embarrassing.” 
I dislike being conned. In my opin­ 
ion, Secretary of the Treasury George 
Shultz has been conning our people for 
two years, assuring us seasonally that 
food and commodity prices will “level 
off later in the year.” They haven’t. In 
spite of Mr. Shultz, food prices are fly­ 
ing out of sight. 
Mr. Simon is optimistic about gaso­ 
line because, with the temporary 
lifting of the oil embargo among Arab 
nations, deep-water tankers will arrive 
off our east coast ports in May. Ergo: 
We’ll have lots of gasoline. 
I would recommend that Simon read 
an energy study newly published by 
Bucyrus-Erie Company of South Mil­ 
waukee, Wisconsin. It constitutes a 
quick study of oil, gas and coal re­ 
serves in the U.S. 
One assumes that Simon is not pre­ 
pared to hand America’s future to the 
Arabs. If he is — a monumental mis­ 
take, I assure you — the Arabs will 
have $4 billion surplus Euro-dollars 
this year, and $200 billion within IO 
years. There is no way in which Amer­ 
ica can redeem that sum in metals or 
merchandise. 
If the sheiks jump the price to $23 a 
barrel (from $11) — which was under 
discussion at the Tripoli conference — 
they will be able to buy majority hold­ 
ings in General Motors, Ford and U.S. 
Steel. That is, unless they would prefer 
to buy our Capitol and White House, 
which are cheaper. 
Our proven oil reserves are 37 billion 
barrels, enough to last IO years. Our 
natural gas reserves come to 260 tril­ 
lion cubic feet, exhausted in exactly ll 
years. Our conservationists do not 
want us to use noxious coal, but we 
have 400 billion tons, enough to keep 
warm for 600 years. Nor do they want 
us to rip up our landscape to boil shale 
oil from rock, but we can recover 600 
billion barrels at a higher cost than 
deep well drilling. 
Next year, we will import 6.3 million 
barrels of oil per day. The price? 
That’s arbitrary. There are 42 gallons 
to the barrel and, no matter how high 
the cost, our patriotic oil companies 
will add a little extra for themselves. 
It is possible that oil may prove to be 
a more powerful weapon of war than 
the hydrogen bomb. If the militarists 
in our government prevail, we might 
drop

paratroopers near the Arab oil wells to 
seize them. This would not only be 
imperialism at its worst, but King 
Faisal and his sand-dune buddies are 
prepared to blow all well caps within a 
few hours of any threat.

The recovery of 
shale oil may boost premium gasoline 
price to a dollar a gallon, but it will be 
our oil — not theirs at the same price. 
A second Alaskan pipeline will in­ 
crease the amount of crude moving 
into west coast ports. Our government 
is opposed to price freezes, but man­ 
aged to stick one on natural gas pro­ 
duction. Result? Production has begun 
to decline because the well-head price 
is too low. 
The taming of the atom, you will re­ 
call, was going to solve our public utili­ 
ties problems long ago. The U.S. per­ 
mitted the first atomic plant to be built 
in 1960. Since then, we have built only 
36. This was to be clean, cheap power. 
The Department of the Interior now 
says that the U.S. will have to hurry to 
have 240 (a small number) in opera­ 
tion by 1985. 
The whole point is that the United 
States must become independent and 
learn to develop IOO per cent of its own 
power. We are not going to do it paying 
heed to officials who urge us to spend 
more and more for less and less 
gasoline. . .

dustries of Pickaway County from the 
time of prehistoric man to the present 
day. 
As the practical reasoning of early 
man prompted him to choose this 
location, because of its copious natural 
resources of rich, deep volcanic soil, 
an abundance of water and gently 
rolling plains, so continued the 
reasoning of later settlers.

By 1948 a “ network of railroads’’ and 
“ fine highways’’ made national 
markets easily accessible to Pickaway 
County. These additional enticements 
lured The General Electric Company 
in 1948, lincoln Plastics Corporation in 
1950, DuPont in 1952, Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass in 1962, Owens Illinois Forest 
Products Division in 1965, and in the 
nineteen seventies came Circle 
Plastics Products Incorporation, 
Reynolds Metal Company at Ashville, 
and Radio Corporation of America. 
Although all of these industries have 
contributed 
job 
opportunities, 
monetary support, and an intelligent 
and talented citizenry to our com­ 
munity, they could have defaced “ Our 
bit of Eden.” Fortunately, they did not. 
Mrs. Curtiss concluded by assuring us 
that the smoke stacks, which are 
filling “ Our Pastures” are clean and 
friendly ones, which will bring con­ 
tinuous prosperity to Pickaway 
County.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - A 
federal appeals court ruled today that 
students registered to vote in states in 
which they attend college are not 
automatically legal residents of those 
states. 
The 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled state colleges act legally when 
they charge higher tuition for non­ 
resident students than for resident stu­ 
dents. 
And the appellate court further ruled 
that state colleges can continue 
charging a student as a non-resident, 
even if he’s registered to vote in the 
state in which he attends college. 
Today’s ruling upholds a U.S. 
District Court decision on a suit filed 
against Kentucky State University at 
Frankfort, its board of regents, and the 
Council on Public Higher Education in 
Kentucky. 
The suit was filed by Richard Hayes, 
who began attending the university in 
1968 as a listed resident of Gary, Ind. 
He registered to vote in Kentucky in 
1972 with a Frankfort address, court 
records showed. 
His suit argued that the university 
denied him due process and equal 
protection in continuing to charge him 
as a nonresident once he was a regis­ 
tered voter in the State of Kentucky. 
“ That a student has registered to 
vote within the state is but one of a 
number of relevant factors which may 
reasonbly be considered in the 
determination (rf residency status for 
tuition purposes,” the appellate court 
wrote today. 
Marathon 
Notes Boost 
In Earnings 


FINDLAY, Ohio (A P)—Marathon 
Oil Co. reported today its earnings for 
the first quarter of 1974 increased 52.5 
per cent from the same period last 
year. 
But Marathon Chairman J.C . 
Donnell II noted the first quarter 
profits had declined 45.8 per cent from 
the fourth quarter of 1973. 
The company reported earnings for 
the first three months of this year 
amounted to $30.6 miilion, or $1.02 per 
share, compared with $20.1 million and 
67 cents per share the first quarter of 
1973. 
Donnell said Marathon’s first 
quarter earnings improvement was 
attributable entirely to the company’s 
foreign operations. 
A major portion of the earnings 
advance overseas was due to a non­ 
recurring profit derived from sales of 
low-cost inventories which have sub­ 
sequently been replaced at higher 
costs, he said. 
Unfavorably affecting domestic 
earnings, he said, were substantially 
greater costs for imported crude, 
higher exploration expenditures and 
increased severance taxes. 
Total revenues for the first quarter 
of this year amounted to $755.7 million, 
up from a corresponding $410.5 in 1973.

Law Ruled Void 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
law granting a witness immunity from 
prosecution for his testimony is uncon­ 
stitutional because it’s too limited, an 
appellate court has ruled. 
The 8th District Court of Appeals 
dismissed a contempt of court citation 
Thursday which a county judge had 
issued against Thomas J. Sinito after 
Sinito refused to testify in a county 
grand jury probe of Cleveland’s Model 
Cities program. 
In a 2-1 decision, the appellate court 
found that the Ohio statute granted 
less than the full immunity from self­ 
incrimination protected by the U.S.

That was one of six games on a light 


schedule. Elsewhere in the National 
Iieague, the Los Angeles Dodgers 
nipped the Philadelphia Phillies 1-0, 
the San Francisco Giants whipped the 
Montreal Expos 8-2 and the New York 
Mets downed the San Diego Padres 5-2. 
In the only American league con­ 
tests, the Texas Rangers blanked the 
Boston Red Sox 4-0 and the Kansas 
City Royals beat the New York 
Yankees 61. 
Despite Aaron’s protests, there may 
be more records in sight. His game- 
winning homer was his 3,517th career 


NFL Rule Changes 
‘Exciting Package’ 
For Next Season 


NEW YORK (AP) — Faced with 
increasing criticism that its game had 
become dull, the National Football 
Iieague has struck back with the the 
most sweeping set of rule changes for 
professional football in 40 years. 
‘‘It’s an exciting package,” said 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle, unveiling 
the changes that are designed to open 
up offenses and reduce the ecer-in- 
creasing roll field goals have played in 
the pro game recently. 
Besides introducing a 15-minute 
sudden death overtime period to settle 
ties, the NF moved the goal posts to the 
end line, meaning that field goal 
kickers will have to boot those three- 
pointers IO yards farther than they 
have been. Also, missed field goals will 
return the ball to the line of scrimmage 
or 20-yard line, whichever is farther 
from the goal line. 
Other changes also were adopted to 
protect wide receivers from the 
downfield battering they have been 
exposed to recently, reducing the 
penalty for offensive holding, tripping 
and illegal use of hands from 15 yards 
to IO yards, and making illegal the

dangerous crack back blocks that have 
caused many injuries. 
Not since 1933 when the league 
moved to allow forward passing from 
anywhere behind the line of scrim­ 
m age 
have 
such 
widespread 
alterations been made in the sport. 
That was the same year the goal posts 
were moved from the back of the end 
zone to the goal line to encourage field 
goal kicking. 


“ But in those days, guys weren’t 
kicking 55-yard field goals,” noted Jim 
Kensil, executive director of the NFL. 
Field goal kickers reacted predic­ 
tably. They are less than thrilled with 
the changes. 


‘ These changes are going to make 
the game even more conservative than 
it 
is now,” 
said 
Miami’s 
Garo 
Yepremian. ‘ Moving the goal posts to 
the back of the end zone is one of the 
worst rules they could possibly have 
put in. Coaches will send in their 
punter instead of trying the long field 
goals and all we will have are punters 
booming the ball through the end 
zone.”

Noted In Nation

Speeding citations by police have 
increased dramatically in some parts 
of the country in recent weeks. 
Police interviewed in a number of 
states in an Associated Press survey 
said speeding tickets were up because 
of the lowered 55 m.p.h. speed limit 
and because gasoline is no longer short 
in supply in most regions. 
Washington State police said they 
issued 2,992 speeding tickets the first 
week in April, compared to 1,480 in the 
same week a year earlier. “ Since they 
no longer have to wait in line for gas, 
they feel they should no longer have to 
go 55,” said state patrol Chief Will 
Bachofner. 
Connecticut State Police said 
speeding arrests in their state 
escalated from 916 in February to 2,554 
in March. 
“ They’ve gone wild again ... they’re 
just flying out there,” said Capt. John 
S. Timmerman of the South Carolina 
Highway Patrol. “ We’re giving tickets 
about as fast as we can write them.” 
Similar reports were issued by of­ 
ficials in a number of other states. 
In some states, such as Montana, 


officials are not doing much to 
discourage speeders. 
The Montana Highway Patrol said it 
issued 1,164 citations the first eight 
days in April, compared to 1,568 for the 
entire month of March. But a law 
passed by the legislature when it 
lowered the speed limit to 55 m.p.h. 
under threat of losing federal highway 
monies sets a maximum $5 fine for 
speeding. 
“ It makes a mockery of all our old 
speed laws,” said Justice of the Peace 
Al Mues in Helena. “ They come into 
my court all smiles now. I had a fellow 
in who was doing 95 m.p.h. and he was 
fined $5.”

“ Until you know a candidate’s 
philosophy of life, you don't know the 
candidate,” he told a recent in­ 
terviewer. Asked his philosophy, he 
said, “ I define my philosophy in terms 
of the Lordship on Jesus Christ.” 
Several influential church journals 
have cited Hatfield as a possibility for 
the 1976 presidential race. He “ might 
emerge as the Republican party’s Mr. 
Clean, capable of the Augean-stables 
trick of digging out after Watergate,” 
writes editor James Wall, editor of the 
ecumenical weekly, Christian Cen­ 
tury. 
“ If he does, and if he continues his 
candor and conviction straight into the 
White House, the country might have 
found the man who can be moral 
without being m oralistic, devout 
without being pietistic.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Birch 
Bayh says the planned exporting of 
Alaskan oil to Japan could end up 
costing U.S. consumers as much as $9 
billion through 1985. 
Bayh asserted in a Senate speech 
Wednesday that the “ swapping” of oil 
from the new Alaska pipeline for 
foreign crude oil might lead to “ one of 
the all-time greatest frauds per­ 
petrated on American consumers.” 
The Indiana Democrat, an opponent 
of the pipeline, said he is asking the 
Senate permanent investigations 
subcommittee “ to conduct a probe into 
the entire matter.” 
He also said he plans to introduce 
legislation to prohibit the exporting of 
any Alaskan oil if this would result in 
higher oil costs to American con­ 
sumers. 
Bayh spoke out after a regional 
administrator of the Federal Energy 
Office disclosed that because West 
Coast refineries would be unable to 
handle the Alaska pipeline’s full 
capacity of two million barrels daily, a 
large portion of the oil probably would 
be exported to Papan.

The three issues which will appear 
on the ballot this May were explained 
by Armstrong, dealing with the 
collection of raises for elected officials 
when the raises go into effect instead 
of the mandatory waiting time until re- 
election. 
As senator, Armstrong serves ll 
counties in this district and is on three 
committee assignments in the Ohio 
Senate. He has held his office for the 
past eight years. 
He serves on the Rules and Finance 
Committee and spoke on the problem 
encounted on the local level of 
government in which state mandated 
legislation places a financial burden on 
the county and township officials. 
Armstrong told Rotarians he was in 
favor of the air pollution control act 
and concluded his speech by stressing 
the importance on law and order. He 
said he was against gun control 
legislation and emphasized that the 
answer to crime is the return of the 
death penalty as fear and respect for 
one’s fellow man are the only controls. 
In closing, he referred to the state 
guards who face prosecution for the 
Kent State shootings and said he would 
probably have done the same thing had 
he been in their positions. 


In regular Rotary business, Tom 
Elsea, chairman of the Bike-a-thon 
committee, spoke on the project. Each 
service club in the area will sponsor a 
representative to compete for a trophy 
to be given to the first biker to return 
from the 45-mile trip. Steve Stevenson 
is riding in the bike-a-thon under the 
Rotarian sponsorship. Stevenson is 
chairman of the cancer crusade to 
which the money from the project will 
be donated. 
Rotarians were reminded of the Salt 
Fork District conference this weekend. 
John Fanale was recognized as the 
newest member of the local Rotary 
Gub. 


In a question-answer session after 
the meeting, Shoemaker explained 
several pieces of legislation he has 
worked on this past year. He said he 
was bitterly opposed to the House Bill 
1200 which, if passed, would do away 
with the Ohio Athletic Association as 
we know it. The control and selection 
of officials would be taken from the 
hands of the schools and be placed in 
the hands of a bureaucratic system. 
Shoemaker said one of the biggest 
bills he has been involved with, Senate 
B ill 423, would implement the 
legislation passed in the last election 
under Issue I. The Constitutional 
Amendment which allows farm lands 
to be taxed according to use rather 
than market value needs legislation 
passed to carry out its intentions. 
The most pressing problems facing 
the state legislature, Shoemaker said, 
are the ones arising from the energy 
crisis. A bill was passed this past year 
reducing the speed limit and another 
passed to create a commission to take 
30-day emergency steps to fight future 
energy shortages. 
Another important bit of legislation 
is the no-fault divorce law which 
allows a couple to be divorced after 
two years separation without making 
unjust accusations in court. Prior to 
the passage of the law, a divorce could 
only be obtained if the spouse was 
proven guilty of bigamy, adultry, 
impotency, drunkenness, fraud, gross 
neglect of duty, extreme cruelty, 
imprisonment or willful absence. 


Shoemaker said he did not think it 
would work even though it had been 
working in California because there 
was no way to document the two years 
separation. 


Campaign financing, equal rights for 
women, Viet Nam Veteran bonuses, 
state tax personal exemptions, Public 
Utilities assessments, better fire 
protection for unincorporated areas, 
election reforms, and the new judges’ 
bill doing away with mayors’ courts 
are all legislation which have been of 
interest to the representative. Many of 
these bills have already passed while 
others are still in committee. 


He closed by saying that the toll has 
been lifted from the Grant Bridge into 
Kentucky and sales tax is no longer in 
effect on objects purchased at auc­ 
tions.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - A U.S. 
District Court jury has ruled that a tire 
durability measuring device patent 
held by Lawrence R. Spergberg of El 
Paso, Tex., is invalid. 


Tile jury

Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, 
hadn’t infringed on such a patent. 
The decisions came in a Three-T- 
Fleet, Inc., owner’s suit against 
Goodyear seeking $17.5 million for 
what Spergberg contended was 
Goodyear’s use of his process. 
Goodyear contended it used a similar 
process it developed independently of 
Spergberg’s work. 


Spergberg was a Goodyear em­ 
ployee from 1935 to 1938.

Strikers At O U

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — leaders of 
student workers at Ohio University got 
one of their principal dem ands 
Thursday night, although their four- 
day strike was broken and they were 
forced to call it off. 
The students, who began striking 
Monday in an effort to gain union 
representation, voted Thursday night 
to end the walkout after most of their 
numbers returned to their jobs during 
the day in the wake of a university 
threat to replace them. 
But university President Claude R. 
Sowle announced over the campus 
radio Thursday night and in the 
student newspaper today that a repre­ 
sentative election would be held for the 
Cleveland 
Trash Strike 
Continues 


CLEVEI.AND, Ohio (A P )- With 
negotiations in recess until Saturday, 
it appeared likely today that a 12-day- 
old strike by Cleveland trash truck 
drivers will continue through the 
weekend. 
Negotiators for the city and nine 
unions representing 2,500 city workers 
were recessed at 7 p.m. Thursday, 
with the next session set for 2 p.m. 
Saturday. 
In addition, a labor leader threw cold 
water on Mayor Ralph Perk’s proposal 
to ease problem posed by mounting 
piles of garbage by providing 20 to 30 
dumping depots where residents can 
drop off their trash. 
Waste Collection Supt. Robert 
Beasley said the mayor had agreed 
that to man the depots he could recall 
500 refuse collectors who had been laid 
off because of the strike. 
The president of Local 1099 of the 
Municipal Foremens’ and laborers’ 
Union, Paul Weils, said, however, the 
workers were locked out and “no way 
are they going back without their 
lockout pay. If the back pay comes,” 
Wells added, “we’d go back, but not in 
waste collection.” 
Perk said later he hadn’t approved a 
callback of the 500. 
Councilman Dennis Kucinich said 
anyway he was asking the state 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
block the neighborhood dumping plan 
on grounds it would cause a health 
hazard. 
The garbage and trash has been 
accumulating at the rate of about 1,400 
tons a day since the strike started 
April 15.

About 1,200 students hold jobs with 
the university. 
A grievance committee appointed by 
Sowle during the strike was to meet 
today to hear individual student com­ 
plaints. 
A school spokesman said the com­ 
mittee was not intended to negotiate 
with union leaders, but merely would 
try “to discover what student workers 
need.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon, campaigning to rebuild con­ 
fidence in his Watergate-troubled 
administration, has delivered another 
optimistic forecast on the economy. 
On a quick trip to Jackson, Miss., on 
Thursday, Nixon said the economy has 
been through “ what I believe is the 
lowest point of the downturn ... The 
last half of the year we will see the 
economy moving forward again.” 
The President received a warm 
reception in Mississippi, the state that 
gave the largest plurality to his re- 
election. A standing-room-only crowd 
of 12,000 frequently interrupted his 
address with applause. 
The White House is arranging other 
Nixon appearances in sections of the 
country considered friendly to the 
President. He will appear in Phoenix, 
Ariz., on May 3, and in Spokane, 
Wash., 
May 
4. 
Aides also 
are 
arranging a May ll presidential trip to 
Oklahoma State University com­ 
mencement exercises. 
In Jackson, Nixon blamed food and 
energy for feeding the rise in prices. 
He added, “ The rise in food prices will 
tend as we go through the balance of 
the year to level off.” 
He singled out the automobile and 
housing industries as two trouble spots 
in the economy. He said the auto in­ 
dustry is brightening and that he will 
propose new programs within two 
weeks to stimulate the sagging housing 
industry. 
Nixon said he could “ flatly predict 
’75 will be a very good year.” 
And 1976, he added, “ will be the best 
year in American history — the most 
prosperous, the most free.” 
After returning to Washington, 
Nixon went for an evening cruise on 
the presidential yacht, “ Sequoia,” and 
then entertained Republican National 
Committee members at a White House 
reception.

It will come from a special 
fund created to aid troubled railroads 
in the Northeast while details of their 
reorganization into a profit-seeking 
corporation are worked out. 


In return for the grant, Penn Central 
has agreed to submit a plan by May 15 
detailing ways it can improve its ef­ 
ficiency. Brinegar said further cash 
may be needed over the summer 
months. 


Earlier this year, the government 
gave the Penn Central $10.8 million to 
meet installment payments on equip­ 
ment. In return, the government got a 
lien on the equipment.
